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SUMMER SESSION 


Last summer Fairmount College made a new departure in the in- 
auguration of its first Summer Session. As was to be expecied, the at- 
tendance was not very large but the quality of the work done was kept 
up to standard and the results accomplished were sufficiently satis- 
factory so that the college authorities have decided to make the Sum- 
mer Sessions permanent. part of the institution. The management has 
again been entrusted to the committee that was in charge last sum- 
mer, consisting of Messrs. Kingsbury, Hoare and Foster. This year 
the Summer Session will begin on June 19 and continue for six weeks, 
closing July 28th. In this period it will be possible for the student 
to cover work equivalent to six semester hours, or in the case of ele- 
mentary work in the Academy, one unit. This work may all be taken 
in one course or may be divided among two or three courses and) the 
credit gained may, if desired, be applied upon the work necessary for 
graduation from the College or Academy. The price of tuition is $15. 


There is also a library fee of fifty cents and in case of courses including 
laboratory work a small laboratory fee. As the term is short and the 
work must necessarily be AGES it is very important that every one 
should regust gy on the first® day, ‘Monday, june (9th. “The votheersas 
charge will bein Room 1 of the main college building on that day from 
Dacor te yelee ith, and from 1 to 5 p. m. to attend to the registration. While 
all the Moursel in the catalog cannot be ctfered, ail the work for which 
there is sufficient demand will be given. The instructors for the Sum- 
mer Session have been chosen from among the heads of departments 
in the regular collegy faculty, and the same standard of efficiency will 
be demanded as, during the remainder of the year. Those who will 
give instruction during the coming summer are Professors Kisesbury, 
Hoare, Foster, Larrabee, Graham, Brokaw and Ms. Brokaw. The trus- 
tees have placed all the college buildings at the disposal of the com- 
mittee in charge of the Summier Session. Provisions will be made for 
those who may desire to room and board on the hill. The library will 
be open for use for a portion of each day. 


The work of instruction will be distributed as follows: 
Prof. Kingsbury—Greek, German, Ancient History, Logic. 
Prof. Hoare—Algebra, Geometry, Trigonometry. 

Prof. Foster—-Latin, Psychology, English. 

Prof. Larrabee—Biology, Physiology, Mathematics.

The depart- 
ment’s full cerps of teachers—J. Bert Graham, Voice; Florence Young- 
Brokaw, Piano; Ralph Brokaw, Violin, Theory, History—-will beyre= 
tained. for the summer instruction. The following subjects will be 
taught; Voice, Piano, Violin, Harmeny, Theory, History of Music. 
Credit, to be applied towards eraduation from the college if desired, 
will be given for work in all theoretical branches and History of Muste. 
Lessons in Piano, Voice, and Violin will be by private instruction, but 
in the other branches instruction will be either in class or by private 
lessons as the pupil desires.

ARKANSAS VALLEY INTERSCHOLASTIC MEET. 


The Seventh Annual Arkansas Valley Interscholastic Meét will be 
held at Fairmount College, Wichita, Kansas, on [Friday and Saturday, 
May 12th and 13th, 1911. There will be contests on the track and in 
oratory and reading. Any public high school and any academy not a 
part of some higher institution of learning, and doing regular high 
school work, situated in Kansas, is eligible to take part in this meet 
upon making entries in the regular manner and complying with a few 
simple requirements. 

The following particulars will probably make the requirements 
clear, but if any doubts arise inquiries will be promptly answered. 

The track meet will be held on the second Friday of May as usual, 
that day falling on the 12th in 1911. The contesting schools will be 
divided into classes as heretofore, but instead of three classes there will 
boston Ar ee b 2) Gand DP.’ Lhe ew élassification’ will probably 
be made by a division of Class “C”, but there may be a few changes in 
Classes “A’’ and “B.” Each school will be allowed to enter as many 
men as it desires, but in no case will more than one man be permitted 
to represent his school in any one event, with the exception of the 
relay races which require four men to each team. 

The following trophies will be offered. Sweepstakes, all classes, the 
new Reinhard Trophy, which takes the place of the Pearce Trophy per- 
manently won by Anthony last year. Class A: fizst place—the Varney 
Trophy, won by Arkansas City in 1909 and by Winfield in 1910, and 
a banner; second place—the Holmes Trophy, won by Kingman in 1909 
and by Arkansas City in 1910. Class B: first place—the new—————_? 


Trophy, and a banner; second place—the Black Trophy, won by Staf- 
ford in 1909 and 1910. Class C: first place—the Whitney Trophy, won 
by Southern Kansas Academy in 1908 and 1909 and by Clearwater in 
1910 and a banner; second place—the Stewart & Burns Trophy, won by 
Clearwater in 1909 and by Southern Kansas Academy in 1910. Class 
D; first place—the Grit Printing Co. Trophy and a banner; second place 
—the Fairmount Trophy. 


In each event in each class a gold medal will be given for first 
place, a silver medal for second place, and a bronze medal for third 
place. In the relay races the Hess Trophy, won by Kingman in 1909 
and by Southern Kansas Academy in 1910, will be given to the team 
in any class which makes the fastest time; to the team winning the 
race in each class will be given a banner. In éach class an individual 
cup will be given to the contestant scoring the largest number of points. 


The several trophies enumerated above are not to be the permanent 
property of the schools winning them, except as follows. The indi- 
vidual cups are given outright ‘and are the personal property ot the 
winners; the other cups are to be held for one year by the schools win- 
ning them and become the permanent property of the schools first win- 
ning them three times, not necessarily consecutive. The banners are 
given outright to the schools winning them. The medals are likewise 
the personal property of the individuals winning them. 


THE SWEEPSTAKES TROPHY 


The scoring for the cups and banners shall be as follows. First 
place shall count five (5) points; second place shall count three (3) 
points; third place shall count two (2) points, and fourth place shall 
count one (1) point. The relay races are separate events and _ shali 
count nothing for any trophies except those expressly offered. 

No person will be eligible to compete in these track events who is 
not certified by the principal of his school to comply with the follow- 
ing rules. He must have been in attendance at his school since the opeu- 
ing of the school year; he must have been taking a full course of at least 
12 hours of High School studies per week during the year; he 
must have maintained an average standing.during that time af at least 
75 per cent; he must be an amateur, 1. e., he must never at any time 
have exercised his athletic skill for gain, and he must not have been 
induced to attend school by any valuable consideration or promise of 
such consideration. 

Each school desiring to enter must sett to the chairman of the A. 
V. 1..M. Conimittee, Theodore H. Morrison, Fairmount College, on ur 
before Monday, April 3, 1911, a complete list of those from whom 1ts 
team is to be chosen, on a blank which will be furnished upon appu- 
cation; and on or before Monday, May 1, 1911, it must furnish a com- 
plete list of entries for each event showing just what men intena vw 
compete; where there is still doubt at that date as to what man is 
the best for any event an alternative entry may be made for that event, 
but no man whose name has not been entered in any particular event 
can appear in that event, and requests to change at the rast moment 
will not be considered. But one man from each school will be allowed 
to compete in any event. 

3 As soon as entries are in, the score card will be made out and for- 

warded to all schools entered that they may know just what their num- 
bers are and when events will take place. <A list of the entries will be 
sent out to each school as soon as possible after May Ist that the names 
of entrants may be scrutinized. Any protests against names appearing 
should be made immediately and wil! receive careful attention from the 
committee, but protests to be successful must be accompanied by proof 
of sonte sort and must not be mére uncorroborated assertions. 

All necessary blanks will be furnished upon application and any 
information desired will be cheerfully given. Address all communica-

ORATORICAL CONTEST. 


In connection with the Arkansas Valley Meet will be held the An- 
nual Contest of Orators and Reciters from the High Schools of Kansas. 
Schools will be classified as “A” “‘“B”, and “C.” ‘The orations and recita- 
tions from any school will be given in the same class so that repre- 
sentatives from any school may be able to concentrate influence at one 
place of contest. A cup will be given the persons taking first and sec- 
ond place in oratory, and separate cups also for winners in recitations 
of first and second places. These cups will be returned after one year 
for further contest until one school having won a cup for three years 
(not necessarily consecutive years) may retain such as the permanent 
property of the school. This contest is open to any High School stu- 
dent who shall be certified by his principal as having been registered 
for the entire school year of 1910-1911, and to have made his regular 
passing grade of his school. Academies not in connection with col- 
legies may also contest. Entry shouid be made by application to Prof. 
B. F. Pittenger, Fiske Hall, Wichita, as early as April .20th, 1911. 

he ordinary system of grading contestants used by the Kansas 
College Oratorical Association. will ‘be followed. Every contestant in 
oratory, should accompany. his application of entry with, four typewrit- 
ten copies of his oration or have the same in the hands of Mr. Pittenger 
by April 20th, that this may be graded by judges on-thought and com- 
position. previous to the night of the contest.. Contestants. in recita- 
tion will be graded only on delivery and interpretation of thought. 


CLASSIFICATION OF SCHOOLS AT THE MEET. 


Any High School in Kansas and any credited Academy wnhicn 1s 
not in connection with a College may contest at the meet in athletics 
and oratory. Schools will be divided into “Class A,” “Class B,”’ “Class 
C,” and “Class D” according to the number of students which ‘they 
may have. Schools that on previous years contested at the Fairmount 
meet will enter the same classes in which they have appeared in otner 
years, unless there be very good reason to change their classification. 
Schools which have not entered on other years will be placed in classes 
after the entries have been received. Every effort will be made to put 
all the contests on the basis of utmost fairness for all concerned. 


Get your teams ready to attend and contest at the Fairmount meet 
in May. Have your representative in oratory and declamation, also. 
Come to win and be sure you will be treated fairly. Bring a large dele- 
gation with you and make a grand occasion of it as you have done in 
other years.
